Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not deemed to be 
persuasive. 

Applicant's response to the rejection regarding the recitation of "cancer and neoplasias" 
was to add the term "and", which is not explanatory and which raises issues under 35 U.S.C § 
112. Applicant states that one of skill in the art can readily ascertain the meaning of the term 
"cancers and neoplasias," wherein the cancers and neoplasias are further limited to those of the 
gastrointestinal tract. Yet applicant has not explained what is deemed to constitute a "cancer" as 
opposed to a "neoplasia". The distinction cannot be readily ascertained. In addition, it is 
unclear how applicant establishes that a secretory diarrhea is in fact caused by a cancer (or 
neoplasias), such as a lesion in the mouth, for example.
